COPY of the Charter of Incorporation granted to the Town of Galway , 
by King Charles the Second. 

CHARLES the Second, by the Grace of God, of England, Scotland, France 
and Ireland, King, Defender of the Faith, &c. : TO all to whome these psents 

shall come, greeting. Whereas by tres under our royall signett & signe mannuall, 
beareing date att our court att Whitehall, the sixtheenth day of August, which was 
in the three and twentieth yeare of our reygne, directed to our right trusty and 
welbeloved councellor John Lord Berkely, our Leiv 1 Genlall and GeSall Go- 
vernor of our said kingdome of Ireland, & to the clieife Governor or Governors 
there for the tyme being, wee did signifie our royall will & pleasure therein, that 
whereas many of the charters of the severall citties & townes formerly corporate in 
our said kingdome of Ireland have been, by reason of the severall miscarriages 
& misdemeuors of the said citties & townes dureing y c time of the late horrid 
rebellion in that our kingdome, forfeited unto us, and other of the said corporacons 
are dissolved or otherwise determined, soe y‘ wee may justly reseize all y* libties 
& franchises that have been by any our royall ancestors granted to the said cor- 
poracons, if wee would take the full & utmost advantage that wee legally might 
against them ; and that whereas wee were gracously pleased, for the incourage- 
ment of trade-in our said kingdome of Ireland, to extend our favor to such of the 
said corporacons as our said Liev' Geruall & Genlall Governor of our said king- 
dome of Ireland shall judge best merritting the same, and to grant unto them 
new charters, with such lands & other priviledges, liberties & advantages formerly 
belonging unto them, as should appeare unto our said Liev' Genlall & Genlall 
Gov nor of Ireland to bee fitt and reasonable to bee granted unto them, wee did 
therefore by our said tres declare our royall will & pleasure, and did thereby 
give unto our said Leiv' Genlall & Genlall Governor of our said kingdome of 
Ireland full power & authority to make due inspection into the severall charters 
formerly granted by any of our royall ancestors to the severall citties & townes 
corporate in our said kingdome of Ireland ; and upon humble suite made unto 
our said Leiv' Generali & Generali Governor of our s d kingdome of Ireland, 
by the members of the s d severall citties & townes, to cause new charters, by the 
advice of our learned counsell in that our kingdome, or some of them, to bee past 
unto the said citties & townes formerly corporate respectively, under the greate 
seale of our said kingdome of Ireland, in such manner as our s d Lieu' Generali & 
GenSall Governor of our said kingdome of Ireland should think fitt, and thereby to 
grant unto the s d citties & townes formerly corporate respectively, such of the 
lands, tenements & hereditaments formerly belonging unto them, and also such 
Jioties, franchises, priviledges and advantages formerly granted unto or enjoyed by 
them, wth such restriccons, limittacons & exceptions as our said Leiv' Genlall 
and Genlall Gov'nor of our said kingdome of Ireland should think fitt and most 
conducing to our service, & the better support of the said corporacons: And 
whereas the mayor, sherri ffs, burgesses & comonalties of our said towne and county 
oi our towne ot Gallway, takeing notice of our princely grace and favor intended 
to our citties &. townes corporate in our realme of Ireland, by our said tres of 
the sixteen th^day of August, in the three & twentieth yeare of our reygne, have 
lumbly petmemed our right trusty and right welbeloved cousin & counsellor, 
Arthur LarLof Essex, , our Liev' Generali & Generali Governor of our said 
mgdome of Ireland, that wee would be gracously pleased to grant unto them 
a new charter, & thereby incorporate them & theire successors to bee one body 
corporate t pollitique within our said towne & county of our towne of Gallway,

ot Essex, our Lieu' Generali & Generali Governor of our s" kingdome of Ireland 
and according to the tenor of our said tres under our royall sio-nett & sio-ne 
mannuall, bearing date att our court att Whitehall, the sixteenth day of August 
in the three & twentyeth yeare of our reygne, and inrolled in the rolls of our hio-h 
court ol Chancery in ours d kingdome of Ireland, have willed, declared, ordained

■whatsoever, of what nature or kinde soever ; and alsoe to give, grant, demise 
& assigne lands, tenements & hereditaments, goods & chatties, and to doe & execute 
all other matters & things by the name aforesaid as any other pson naturall or 
body pollitique lawfully could or might doe in any wise; and likewise that_they 
and their successors, by the name of the mayor, sherriffs, free burgesses & comon- 
altie of the towne and county of the towne of Gall way, may plead and be impleaded, 
answere and bee answered, before us, our heires & successors, and before any of 
the justices, com" and judges, as well ecclesiasticall as segular, of us, our heires 
& successors, or elsewhere wheresoever, of & in all & all manner of actions reall, 
psonall, or mixt suites, quarrells & demands whatsoever against them or by them 
to be psecuted. And further, of our like especial 1 grace, certeyne knowledge 
and meere mocon, by and with the advice and consent afores d , wee have given 
& granted, & by these psents, for us, our heires and successors, wee doe give 
& grant unto the said mayor, sherriffe, free burgessis Sr comonaltie of the said 
towne and county of our towne of Gallway, and their successors, that the mayor, 
sherriffe, free burgesses & comonaltie of our said towne and county of our towne of 
Gallway, & theire successors for ever, shall & may have full power & authority 
to choose, send & returne, in as full and effectuall manner to all intents and pur- 



poses as formerly they did, or attany tyme heretofore have done, two discreete and 
fittpsonsto serve and attend in every Parliament hereafter to bee held in our said 
kingdome of Ireland, and y 1 y* said psons soe elected, sent and returned, shall have

as any other burgesse of any ancient burrough in our said realme of Ireland 
or in our said realme of England in the Parliament there are wont to doe 
and execute. And to the intent that in tyme to come it may appeare that this 
new charter was granted unto honest & discreete men, wee doe by these 
psents make, nominate & constitute Theodorous Russell, esq", to bee the first 
& moderne mayor of the said towne and county of the towne of Gallway, to 
continue in y e said office untill the feast of S' Miclmell the Archangell, which 
shall bee in y c yeare of our Lord God one thousand six hundred seaventy-eight ; 
and wee doe likewise by these psents make, nominate & constitute John Clerke 
& Richard Browne to bee the first & inoderne sheriffs of the said towne and 



county of the towne of Galway, to continue in the said office untill the feast of 
S 1 Michaell the Archangell, which shall bee in y* yeare of our Lord God one 
thousand six hundred seaventy-eight; and likewise wee doe by these Psents 
make, nominate and constitute S r Oliver S' George, barr', S' James Culfe & 
S ,r Thomas Newcomen, kn“, Vere Essex Cromwell, esq r , Richard Coote, csq r , 
S ,r Henry Wad ding ton, kn l , Charles Holcroft, esq r , John Eyre, Edward Eyre, 
John Mayart & William Hamilton, esq r , George Hall, gent. & George Lessone, 
esq r , & such others as the mayor and sheriffes & the major pte of the free bur- 
gesses for the tyme beinge shall choose, to be the first & moderne free burgesses 
of the said towne & county of the towne of Gallway, to continue in the said 
office of free burgesses during theire respective lives, unlesse they shall in the 
mean tyme, for theire misbehaviour or for any other reasonable cause, to be 
removed from the s d office or offices, and alsoe all such inhabitants of the said
